Amazement; whereof "there are two Kinds, Tine 
and Falſe, The falſe Miracles are ſuch as are nor 
really as they ſeem to be, but meerly acted by the 
power of Nature, although obſcure and hid: The 
true are petorm'd by the Power of God, above and 
beyond all the Faculties of Created Nature, partly to 
procure Admiration, and partly to confirm the Faith 
of Men; ſuch were the bringing back of the Shadou- 
ten Degrees in the Dial of Abr for Hetektiah; A 
Virgin to conce1ze with Child, and yet remain a Vir- 
gin: To draw Water out of an hard Rock: To cauſe 
the Sea to divide aſunder : The Sun to ſtand ſtill; To 
cauſe Manna to fall from Heaven: To tinn Water in- 
to Wiue, and many of the hke kind recorded in the 
Holy Seri pture, and theſe were uſed for confirming 
the Faith both of Fews and chriſti aus, but are not now 
neceſſar , ſince the Writings of the Prophets, Evan- 
geliſts and Apoſtles are fo generally known.

Several, large Ships appeared 
upon the River of Taracina in Spain: The Sun was 
bloody; many, Temples, and Honſes in Rene weie 
beat down with Thunder. Some ot the City Enſigns 
or Field Colours ſweat Blood. Two Suns appeared 
in the Heavens; it rained Milk and Stones: A Co-

About the time that our Lord and Saviour was 
born, in the year of the World 3849, and the 43 
5 3 year of Auguſtus Ceſar, many remarkable Prodigies

mer years as Foſephus's Antiquities teſtiſie; which oc - 
Icaſioned the Magicians or wiſe Men in their predicti- 
ons to conclude, that ſome more than ordinary Per- 
on would appear in the World. Which Preſages 
ſome Learned Perſons applied to Auguſtus caſar Wo 
hen reigned proſperouſly; but the more divinely 
Inſpired interpreted them to 1— him, who ( as 
he Prophet 1/aiab ſaith). ſhould have the Government 
pon his Shoulders, even the Saviour of the World 
Por beſides v hat the Eyangeliſts mention of the Angela 
27 zppearing to the Shepherds, and the Star which 
e e ee e eee 
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4 rected the wiſe Men of the Eaſt to find out the

As now the Earth with a New Sun was bleſt, 
So Heaven with a new Star is allo dreſt. 


It is likewiſe recorded by Paul Horatius and Eutro- 
pius, Secretaries to Auguſtus, and likewiſe by Euſebi- 
vs, That at the time when Jeſus Chriſt was born, it 
happened that in Rome in a publickj}Inn, there broke 
forth a Fountain of pure Oil, which for a whole day 
xflued ont in great abundance; and at high Noon in a 
fair day, a Circle was ſeen about the Sun, as reſplen- 
dent as the Sun it ſelf; About this time the Senate at 

Rome offer d Augu ſtus the Title of Lord, which he 
refuſed ; unknowingly prognoſticating that a greater 
Lord than he was upon the Earth,to whom that Title 
belonged ; Comeftor in his Scholaſtick Biſtory affirms, 
That on theDay of theBirth of Chriſt, the Temple in 
Rome dedicated to the Goddeſs Pax fell to the Earth, 
adding, that when it was firſt built by the Romans, 
they addreſſed the Oracle of Apello, to know how 
long it ſhould endure, who anſwered, even until a 
Virgin ſhould bring forth aChild; which they judg'd 
— and that their Temple ſhould laſt Eter- 
Daly; 
King of Heaven) it fell to the Earth, Lucas de Tu 
in his Chronicle of Spain writes, he found in ancient 
Hiſtories,that by computation the ſame night where 
on our Saviour was born, there appeared in Spain at 
midnight a Cloud with ſo great a Light that it ſeem 
ed like midday.

It is likewiſe acknowledged by the famous Hiſtori- 
an Plutarch, tho' a Heathen, that after the Death of 
Chriſt, not only the Oracles of Egypt, but thro” the 
World ceaſed, of which he can giye no reaſon, (be- 
ing i norant of chriſtianity) but that there wers ſome 
Devils or Demons Dead: However it is remarkahle, 
that Satan did plainly acknowledge himſelf to be 
overcome by the Death of our Saviour, and could ne- 
ver again give any Anſwers. The words of Plutarch 
to Emilius the Orator, a prudent and humble Man 
concerning this matter, are as followeth, © That his 
© Father coming by Sea towards Italy and coaſting by 
Night about an Ifland not inhabited, called Paraxis,

VI. In the 39 year after our Saviour, a great Light 
was ſeen in the Heavens, and a Voice encountred Sa 
going to Demaſcus to proſecute the Chriſtians, which 
ſaid, Saul, Saul, why perſecuteſt thou me, &c.

VII. About the 4oth year after the Zews had with 
Cruel hands crucified the Lord of Life, that innocent,

Temple of Feruſalem, and kill'd multitudes of them. 
But before thoſe woful Deſolations happened, there 
wanted no Prodigious Sigus nor Warnings from Hea- 
ven of their approaching Miſeries: For the Vear be- 
fore Veſpaſian came, there was ſeen a Star over the 
Temple, to bright as if a Man had held many drawn 
Swords in his hand; and at thc ſame time, which 
was the Paſſover, the Temple was as Light at Night 
as at Noon-day, ſeven Nights together ; which 
; Wiſe Men took to be an ill Prognoſtick, though 
others thought it good. A Sword and other Inſtru- 
ments of War were ſeen hanging in the Air directly 
* over the City, very dreadful to behold. They brought 
' a Heifer for a Sacrifice, which when ſhe was knocked 
' downcalyed a Lamb. There was a Gate, called the 
 Exſt-Gate, which could never be opened or ſhut 
without the help of zo Men, and the creaking of 
the Hinges might be heard afar off: This Gate was 
found open without Help,zod they could not ſhut it 
till a great number joined their ſtrength.

ſand Few. Thoſe of 'Feauſalem ſent Eighteen Thou- 
ſand Men more to-Ashalon, to bury the Bodies of 
the Fews that were ſlain, which they did without 
oppoſition of the Remans,w ho kept within the Town 
for fear. Then Jeſeph aſſaulted Astelon with his 
whole Army, and won it, ſlaying Anthony and all his 
People with the Sword, ſo that few eſcaped: He 
likewiſe burnt all the Villages Leagued with the Ro- 
mans, killing both Fews and Romans, and burnt their 
Houſts to the ground; then Jaſeph returned to Zip- 
pery, fought them and conquered them, burning

But Jeſeph perceiving the War to increaſe, iſſued 
out and made a great {laughter of the Romans, burn 
ing the Rams and Engines of War, and forcing them 
to retire from the Walls; Yeſpaſtan ſeeing his Men 
ſhrink, encouraged them with good Words and large 
Promules of G, and Silver, ſo that they contimaes

Peſpaſian in the Right Leg with an Arrow, which 


much diſmayed the Romans to ſee the Blood run downs 


Titus ſeeing his Father wounded ran to help him; 
to whom his Father ſaid, How comes it my Son that 
thou art ſo much aſtoniſhed, Take Heart,and with an 
undaunted Courage avenge thy Father upon theFews, 
who have now the better of us. The Fight was that 
Day exceeding bloody on both ſides, very few of Jo- 
/ephs Party returning into the Town. Nexc mornin 
the Romans raiſed a new Mount, and renewed theirAls 
ſults; the City was now almoſt deſolate, moſt of the 
valiant men being ſlain, ſo that Foſeph with thoſe few 
lett, and likewiſe the Women defended the Walls: The 
Engines throwing Stones on every tide, a great Stone 
{tuck a Woman with Child with ſuch violence, that 
it paſſed through her Body and carried the Child half 
a mile; another ſtone hit one of Foſephs Chief Com- 
manders with ſuch force, that it divided his head from 
his Body, and made it fly a mile off: At the ſame 
time a Roman Soldier was got under the Wall, and 
juſt going to ſhoot Foſeph with an invenomed Arrow, 
which he eſpying, cryed out, Hold thy Hand wick- 
ed Fellow and do not kill me; at which the Man 
ſtarting, the Jews poured boiling Oil on his Head 
rom the Walls, whereby his Skin was ſcaled off, 
and he ran away naked, yelling to the Roman Camp, 
where he died. 


Yeſpafian and his Son reſolved to continue theSiege, 


which had already laſted 47 Days, and thoſe in the - | a 


Town were ſo tired that they were not able to ſupply 
the Watch upon the Walls; which Veſpaſtan 7 od 
ſtanding, he and his Son Titus one Night ſcaled the 
Walls in a place where the Watchmen were wanting. 
being followed 2 Roman Soldiers, who went 
down on the inftde, and breaking down the great 
Gate of the Town, the whole Roman Army entzed, 
and then ſounded an Alarm to Battle ; the Fews with 
be noiſe awaked from Sleep much afraid, however

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every Man ca:cht up his Arms and repaired to the 
Market Place, (which was ſo large that all the People of 
the City might »por occaſion meet together) and ſaw 
the Roman Army marching thro” the great Gate to- 
ward them; ſo they encouraged each other, faying, 
Ler us die here fighting and never be taken alive, Then 
they fell upon the Romans, but being over-powred, 
moſt of the Citizens were ſlain, refuſing to take quar- 
ter becauſe they would not truſt the Romans : For a 
while before a Few beſought a Roman Soldier to ſave 
his Life, which he ſwore he would, ſay ing, God deal 
thus and thus with me if I kill thee, therefore yield thy 
ſelf to me: The Few required him to give his Right 
Hand in token of Fidelity, but the Roman reacht him 
his Left, which the ew, being aſtoniſhed, did not 
obſerve; When the Roman had hold of him, he held 
him faſt by that hand, and with his Right Hand flew 
the Few, who was then unarmed, having caſt away 
his Weapon upon the Oath of the Rowan ; when 
the Zews obſerved this Treachery, they reſolved to 
die, and never truſt the Remans, and ſo fell on them 
and flew many, yet at length the City was taken. 

Foſeph and Forty ſtout Men his Companions made 
their eſcape. and fled into a Wood, where they found 
a Cave, and hid themſelves ; of which Feſpaſian ha- 
ving notice, ſent three Perſons to Foſeph to come 


forth and he ſhould not be ſlain ; Jeſeph debated the 


Matter with the reſt, requiring their Advice: For 
my part ( ſaith he) if you will follow my Counſel, I 
think it beſt to go to them if they will give us Security for 
aur Lives, I doubt not but Veſpaſian will extend his fa- 
vour to us + They perceiving Foſeph inclined to yield 
to the Romans, perſuaded him it would not be for 
his credit to ſave his Life with the loſs of his Ho- 
ncur, and ſo reſolved to kill each other and die like 
Men ; then each Man drew his Sword and came to 
him, ſaying, Joſeph our Prince hear us, If thou wilt 
be ruled by us we will firſt kill thee as our Lord, 
and a great Prince, and thou ſhalt chuſe thy Denes 
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that thou mayeſt die honowably ; but if thou refuſe 


ro die bravely,afſure thy felt that every Man of us will | | 


ſet upon thee and kill thee : Foſeph endeavoured by 


many Arguments to divert them from theig Wicked 


purpoſe,as proceeding rather from Deſperation and 
Cowardice than true Courage; but nothing would 
prevail, ſo he ſubtilly told them: My Brethren ſince 


yon are determin'd to die on your own Swords, let 


us divide into Couples, and caſt Lots which Couple 
{hall die firſt, then ſhall they alſo caſt Lots which of 


them ſhall kill his Fellow; and he that remaineth 


ſhall chuſe one of the ſecond Couple to kill him; 
likewiſe the ſecond ſhall caſt Lots in the ſame man- 
ner, and ſo till all be ſlain, that we may not ſee 
the Captivity o? our People; and the laſt Couple 
ſhall either run upon each others Swords, or elſe 
caſt Lots who ſhall die firſt ; but fince we are For- 
ty one, and ſo cannot be equaily divided, let us 
caſt Lots which of us ſhall firſt be flain 3 and when 
he is out of the Way let us divide as I have ſaid. 
Every Man liked this Advice, and detircd him to 
divide the Men; Foſeph anſwered, But let us ſwear 
by the Name of the Lord that this Device ſhall ſtand, 
which they did. Then Jeſeph caſt Lots who ſhould 
be the odd Man, and it fell upon Feboida a Galilean 


Ja valiant Man, a chief Counſellor of Feſephs and the 


principal Perfwader of this Wicked Fad to kill them- 
ſelves: After this te craftily divided them ints Couples, 
ſo that the Lot of his own Couple came forth laſt, 
ho hoped to be ſaved, truſting in God, and be- 
lieving he would deliver him from this abominable 
Dee. Then Fehoida choſe him one of the firſt Cou- 


ple, who ſlew him: That done the firſt Couple coſt _ 


Lots between them, and the one killed his Fellow, 
and choſe him one of the ſecond Couple to kill him, 
and ſo did they alt till none of them were lett alive but 
Foſeph and his Fellow, who faid to Feſeph, : Come 
let ns caſt Lots that we may go to our Brethren; Je- 


Ieh ſaid, We will do ſo if you b fo diſpoſed, but firſt 
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hear me a few words. Have not theſe Sinneis rebel en 
led againſt God in murdering themſelves ſo ſaame} the 
fully, neither could I by any means divert them fron © 
their Opinion ; why ſhould we fin ſo grievouſly again fot 
God and our own Souls; If thou ſayeſt, how ſhall wg Ve 
do by reaſon of the Oath we haveſworn ? Doſt thee] ſan 
not know that a wicked Oath is better broken tha} Lo 
kept, and that this is a Breach of one of the Ten Com} Vie 
mandments, which ſaith expreſly, Thou ſhalt no 42 
fall, Now my Brother if thou wilt be ruled by mel he 
thou ſhalt ſave both thy own Life and mine, for I wil 
not caſt Lots, neither will I perform the Oath I hay: on! 
ſworn, as being directly contrary to the Law of God Scl 
but if thou wilt not I will fight with thee and ki 
thee, and ſpare my own Life; And herewith Joſe} T9 
Ieapt back and drew. his Sword; His Companio! 
knowing Joſeph too ſtrong for him, ſtirred neithe ſire 
hand nor foot, but ſaid, Lo I am content, do wha 3: 
thou thinkeſt goed, becauſe thou art a Man of Go! K. 
and haſt ſaved thine own life and mine. C0! 
Then Jeſoph called out of the Cave to Nicanor, off 72 
ing to come forth with all that were left alive v do 
on Security given, which Nicanor re:dily gave in wr Ir 
ting, according to the manner of the Romans, anf} ; 
reacht it in upon a Spear; then Ze/eph and his Conf * 
anion came forth, and Nicanor embraced and kiſſq ? 
im, and wept abundantly with him eſpecially at tt th 
Relation of thoſe ſelf murdering Zews : Then Jeff ! 
was brought to Yeſpaſian's Army, who with Titus hi hi 
Son received him kindly, and carried him thou 9 
the Cities together with King Agripba. Then Veh !! 
8 2 "marched to C(eſarea a great City, where he ha * 
Intelligence that the Citizens of Paphos ſpoiled th C 
Iflands with their Ships; upon which an Ambuff 21 
was laid without the Town, and when thePyrates w 
gone abroad to rove, Yeſpafian entred the Town, ar ol 
took it without any great refiſtance, becauſe the! tt 
Soldiers were abſent ; when the Rovers returne 2 
with Their Navy and ſaw the Romans in the Kid * 
Ys nn. ae 
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4 were ſlain in the Town amounted to Forty Thon- 
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enJeavoured to land, but a mighty Storm drove all . 
their Ships on the Rocks; where many were drown- , nM 


ed, and thoſe who ſwam to Land the Romans flew ; 
ſo that 4000 Soldiers periſhed, which with thoſe that 


ſand, all Few Then Titus won all the Walled 
Towns in Galilee, ſaving the Lives of thoſe which 
yielded, and killed ſuch as reſiſted: He reſtored to 
Azrippa all the Cities of Galilee except Tiarva, which 
he utterly raſed, flaying all the Men fit for War, and 
ſelling their Wives and Children; this being the 
only City in all Galilee where Tit#s ſhewed ſuch 
Severity. | TT 

Then Veſpaſian went to Gamala a City upon the 
Top of a Mountain, near which was another Town 
called Seleucia, both belonging to Agrippa, who de- 
fired Veſpaſian that he might go and treat with them, 
and prevent the Deſtruction of the Place. So the 
King went peaceably to them, and then received him 
courteouſly, (though they intended Treachery) ſay- i 
ing, Thou art our Lord and King, to whom then 
dot h all that is of any value, or to be deſired in al! 
Iſrael belong but unto thee, therefore come near to 
us, and debate the matter with thy Servants : Agrip- 
pa crediting their Words, came up to the Wall, 
and as he-lxitned to thoſe who talked with him, one 
tarew a great Stone from the Wall, which fell be- 
tween his Shoulders with ſuch violence that it ſtruck ⁶ 
him to the ground, and broke his Back almoſt, and 
one of his Arms: His Servants taking him up, car- 
ried him to Yeſpaſian, who ſeeing him ſd terribly hurt, 
{wore he would never go thence till he had taken the BY 
City, which he ſoon 9 killing every Man, 
and leaving none ahve, in ike manner as at Tiarya * 
He came then to Naſcala, which was the only City 
of Defence in Galilee, and hither reſorted many Cut- 
throats and Wicked Perſons. of the Land of Fudes, Ml 
amongſt. whom was Fehochanan, a Man learned and - 
witty to do miſchief, and of cunning E/equence; Titus i 
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ſent to offer them Peace, but Fehschanan would not 
let the Remans ſpeak to the People, but told them the 
next Nay was the Feaſt of Weeks, and the 3d Day 
they ſhonld have an Anſwer : But the Night belore 
the third Day Jehochanan and his Accomplices got 
privately ont of Town next day the People ſent word 
they defir'd Friendſhip with the Romans; and Titus 
hearing Fehochanan and his Company were fled to- 
ward Feruſalem, ſent to purſue them, who cvertook 
ſome Men, Women, Children and Impotent Perſons 
and ſlew them all, returning with great Spoil. 

Titus having gained all the Cities in Galilee Veſpa- 
fair marched to Mount Tabor, which is continually 
covered with Snow, the height thereof being thirty 
Furlongs,and upon the top is a plain of twenty three 
Furlongs; this Mountain he took and the Town that 
ſtood thereon; but Fehochanan being come to Fern- 
ſalem, aſſociated with great numbers of Murtherers 
and Rlood Thirſty Villains who came out of all Ju- 
dea upon pretence to defend the Sanctuary of the 
Lord, and Anani received all that came. Theſe ob- 


ſerving the Courage of Febochanan, revolted from 


Anani and joined with him, and then reſolved to rob 
all the rich Mer of the city, and when they met any 
wealthyPerſon they thus acceſted him; Art not thou 
one of thoſe who ſent Letters to Yeſpaſian and the 
Remans to betray the City to them: Thus they 
would examine them before the People, and when he 
would anſwer, God forbid I ſhonld do fo : Then 
would they bring in perjured Villains of their own 
Company to bear falſe Witneſs againſt him, that he 
| might be condemned as a Rebel under pretence 
of Law: Thus dealt they with ſeveral Noblemen and 
chief Citizens, and their Riches, Jewels and Goods 
the Seditious ſeized for their own uſe : They put the 
Prieſts out of their Office, placing ignorant Ruſticks 
in their room: Theſe illegal Practices ſo inraged the 
honeſt Citizens, that they joined together and with - 
ſtood them by force, and the Fight was fo fierce on 2 
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Entrance thereat,ſo that allche City was ſull of dead 
Bodies. But at length the People prevailed againſt the 
Ruff ins, and forced them to. fie.znto the Temple of 
the Lord, ſhutting it after them ; Anani the High 
Prieſt perſuaded the People not to fight there, leſt 
they ſhould pollute it with the Blood of thoſe wick- 


ed Perſons ; io they beſieged the Temple with fix * | þ 


Thouſand Soldiers well arm'd to keep them from 
coming forth, and Anani ſent to Jehochanan Condi- 
tions of Peace, which he refuſed; expecting Relief 
irom the Edomites, And one Night 22000 of them 
came againſt Feruſalem, to whom the High Prieſt 
trom the Walls repreſented their Unworthineſs in 
j2yning with the Seditious and Murtheters. 


Whilſt they were diſcourſing there appeared a 
great dark Cloud; after which followed dreadful 


Lightning, Thunderclaps and Showers of Hal, 
whick atrighted the People,ſo that they all fled leay- 
ing the defence of the Wall. But Anani took Con- 


rage and ſtayed to obſerve thoſe horrible Signs from + 
Heaven, to judge what they preſaged: And he gave 


his Judgment, but not according ro Truth; for he 
forerold, That the Thunder and Hail with Darkneſs 


ſigniſied God's help. in hope whereof he perſuaded - 


them to defend the San@uary of the Lord; and to this 
all the Elders agrecd, not foreſeeing theſe Signs betoken- 


ed the Miſeries to come upon Feruſalem and all Iſrael. 


Now when thoſe who were beſieged in the Temple per- 


ceived that the Watch at the Gate were fled becauſe 


of the Tempeſt, an] that none in the City durſt look 
out of their Rouſes, the Darkneſs being fo great that 
they. could not diſcern each other; then came theſe 
deſperate Fellows out of the Temple without, dread, 
to the Walls, and with Saws and other Inſtrüments 
cut aſunder the Bars and Gates; aud when the ctaſh- 


ing of the Thunder and Hail was greateſt, then the 


laboured hardeſt in wreſting afinder the Locks and 


Bolts, leſt they ſhould be heat oY hen the Thunder- 
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ſides, in the Streets, Market-Place, Temple and the

Clap was paſt, they left off till it came again © Thus they 
continued, till at laſt they broke open the Gates, and 
let the Edomites into the City, who being entred con- 
trived to deſtroy all the Citizens of Feruſalem ; their 
Confederates in the Temple joiningavith them, they 
ſwearing to each other to be one People and one Ar- 
my. Being confederated together, they flew the 
fame Night Eight Thonſand Five Hundred raelites, 
all valiant Men of VVar, befides a multitude of the 
Common People. „ 

In the Morning they haled the rich Men before the 
Judges, and the Seventy Elders called the Saphedrim, 
and among others d e a Juſt and Vertuous 
Perſon, and only guilty(of being too rich; this Man 
the wicked Fehochanan brought before them, ſaying, 
Why do you not condemn thoſe rich Villains who 
have conſpired with the Romans to betray this Holy 
City into their Hands: The Prieſts and Elders know- 
ing the Innecency of the Man, ſighed and wept, whic 
Fehochanan perceiving, ſaid, What do you begin tc 
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to weep be tore you ſee any Corps, Iwiſh I may naver 
ſee the Face of God if we do not fit in Judgment ouht 
ſelves ſince Matters are thus ordered, and you ſhall» Þ 
be the firſt we will judge; Then the multitude ſeized - | 
on” Sechariahu, and haling him from the Place of _— 
judgment, carricd him to the top of an high Tower 
at the Eaſt end of the Town, from whence they calt © i 
him down headlong into the Vale of Zehoſaphat where 
he died: The Pnefts and Judges thereupon were 
afraid, ſince Fehochanan threatned that unleſs they © 
condemned every Man he accuſed they ſhonld all go - ü 
the ſame way: Felwchauan then apprehended Gori» - 
nian a valiant Man, who often made great flanghter - 
of the Seditious,and was well beloy'd of the Citzens, 
whom this cruel Wretch brought torth among the - 
Rabble, and villanouſty killed him, throwing his Bo- 
dy to the Beaſts of the Field: In the mean time Yoj- 
paſian drew near to 7eruſatem, having ſtaid the longex 
at Ceſarea, becauſe he underitood the Fews were de- 
{troying each other, and ſo would be more eafily i 
conquer'd,w hich accordingly happened: For by the 
Wickedneſs of Fehochanan an innumerable Compa- -- 
ny were deſtroyed ; ſome were ſlain with Swords ; 
hey cthers the S:dirious Killed with ſhort Daggers Which 
Ar- Ithey carried privately under their Garmetits, wheres -

ws Fehechanan having ſubdued the City ſent an rmx 
out of Feraſalem to take the Cities that had made 
+ the Peace with Yeſpaſian, which they ſacked and rafed to 
the ground; and whom they found therein, Romans -© i 
nous or Jews, they ſlew ; among others they took the City -* 
Manlof Gerara beyond Jordan, where they remained: But 
the Inhabitants of Jeruſalem and Gerara ſent Ambaſ.. 
wholadorsto Veſpaſtan to come and join with them againſt i 
Holy theſe Seditious Raſcals , Fehochanan hearing that Feſpas 
an Was mirching toward. Gerara, flew the Govers-- 
nour, and then with his Companions fled out of the 
Town, deſigrung to {ecure-themielyes in a Wood:

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Veſpaſian ſent Poligorus after them, who overtook and 
made great flaughter of them, and in his return near 
Fordan met with many more going to join the Sedt- 
rious at Feruſalem, whom Poligorus forced back to 
the River, and flew thirteen thouſand, -the reſt leap- 
ed into Jordan and were drowned ; ſo Ninety one 
Thouſand Men, Women and Children with much 
Cattle were loſt in the River; ſo that the Water o 
Fordan ran over its Banks, being ſtopt with Dead 
Carcaſes, and the Fields were overflown ; yea at 
length the force of the Water carried the Dead Bo- 
dies down the River to the Sea of Sedem, and all the 
Banks of Fordan lay full of them. 

After this Veſpaſian went into the Land of Eden, 
where he won two ſtrong Cities, and flew ten Thou- 
{and People, leading the reſt into Captivity, and at 
length came to Samaria and took it, and then repair- 
ed the Walls of all the Towns he had conquered, 
placing Gariſons therein to aid him when he ſhould 
beſie ge Ferwſalem: He then returned to Cæſarea, and 
muſtred his Army in order to prepare {cr that Siege; 
but in the mean time news came from Rome that Ne. 
ro the Emperor was dead. It was at firſt reported, 
that while he was hunting Fire came down fromHea: 
ven and deſtroyed him. Atter him Galba reigned, 
but within a year he was ſlaͤin by the Nebles of Rome; 
and Vitellius was made Emperor, who was a Fool bt. 
yet very bloody, much given to Drunkenne ſs, and al 
_ together unworthy of the Roman Empire; the Ro- 
man Nobility with Yeſpaſcan hearing this, were much 
offended, ſaying, Was there never a Nobleman in 
Rame to be placed in the Empire but a drunken 
Wine ſucker muſt be choſen ; Why did they not 1a: 
ther elect the Mighty Prince Yeſpaſian here with us, 
a wiſe and valiant Commander, who hath conquer 
ed many Cities, and vanquiſhed Warhke Nations? 
How many puiſſant Kings hath he ſubdued to the Rö. 
man Empite, and how hath he enlarged ut far and 
wide? And now when the Empue ought to have bee 
RET beſtowed 
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beſtowed upon Yeſpaſian. or ſcme other Perſon of 
like Merit, becauſe no ſuch could be found among 
them they have beſtowed it upon a Fool and a Sot- 
tiſh Drunkaid, wherein they have done very indif- 
creetly. However we are reſolved the Empire of 
Rome ſhall ſuddenly have a better Emperor, and 
thereto let God ſay, Amen. So the Princes confult- 
ed together, and decreed to make Yeſpaſizn Emperor; 
ard going ail together to him, ſaid, Thou ſhalt be 
our Head, for the Empire be longeth unto ſuch aone "if 
as thy ſelf, and thou ſhalt have Dominion over us; 
In Yeſpaſtan would not be perſuaded to conſent: i 
Fowever they compelled him, placing him in the 
Throne of Majeſty, and ſetting che Crown upon his 
Bead, which he would have pulled off with his hand; 
upon Which the Roman Captains drew their Swords, 
and ſaid, Thou ſhalt be Emperor, and reign over us, 
tie:efore refuſe it not, if thou do thou ſhalt die by 
our Swords: Veſpaſian ſeeing himſelf conſtrained, WM 
being afraid of his Lite, ſuffered himſelf to be pro- 
chiimed Emperor; then all the Army ſwore Allegi- 
ance to him upon the Royal Seat as Emperor, and 
King of King:. 2.278 : . 

In the mean time the Civil Wars at Feruſalem in- 
creaſ. d daily, & Jehocanan had eſcaped thither again; 
there was likewiſe another Cut- throat Rutfian called 
Schimeen, who was diſcarded from his Command 
for his Villanies by Anani the Prieſt: He gathering 
a rout. of Thieves and Murderers in Galilee to the 
number of Twenty Thouſand, came towards Fer- 
ſalem to yex the Iſraelites, who enccuntred him with 
various Succels, ſometime one Paxty prevailing, and 
then the other; but at leng h one Faceb a great Man 
among the Edomites joyned with him, and helped to 
ſubdue his own Country; with whom being ſtrength» 
ned they approached the Walls of Feruſalem, de- 
ſtroying the Corn and Fruits of the Ground; Fehocha- Wl 
nan having Intelligence of his Intentions to beſiege the 
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cout and Jay in Ambuſh for Schimeon; at which time 
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Schimeons's Wife (who fled ont of Feraſalem with her 
Men and Women Servants, for fear ſhe ſhould be kil- 
led fot her Husband) paſſed by the place of Ambuſh- 
ment, whom Fehecanan took, not a little proud of 


ſuch a Prey, thinking Schimeon would comply upon 


any Terms to gain his Wife whom he dearly loved: 


This came to Schimeon's Ear juſt when he had taken 


many of Fehochanas's Men, and cut off their Hands, 
fending them with ſhame to their Maſter, He like. 


= wile end Ambafſadors tO Jehochanan to return his 


Wife, or upon Reſuſal threatned him with the utmoſt 
Extremity, ſince he was reſolved to take the City eie 


long. and would cut off the Hands and Legs of all the 


Inhabitants; Jehochanan being afraid, (Schimeon 


having Forty Thouſand Men) ſent him his Wife ; ſo 
he continued without the Town while Fehochanan 
played the Tyrant within, his Soldiers raviſhing the 
Citizens Wives and Daughters,and ſhedding much in- 
nocent Blood, and whoever complained was preſently 
= ſlain; ſo that the Condition of the 1ſraelites was truly 
* miſerable, for if any went out of the City they were 


ſlain by Schimeen, and thoſe within were murdered 


buy 7obochanan, The Citizens tired with his Tyranny 
aſſembled and encountred with Fehochanan, where a 
multitude of them were ſlain, and if the Edomites 
® who were fled to Jeruſalem from the Tyranny of Schi- 
W men had not come into their relief, the whole People 
of Zeruſalem had been flain every Mothers Son by Fe- 

| bochanan, his Power was ſo great: Then Anani the 


High Prieſt and other Grave Men not being able to 
ſuffer the wickedneſs of Fehechanan any longer, re- 
ſolved to deliver the City to Schimeon, hoping he would 
ſlay Jehochanan, who at length pronnled to aſſiſt 
them gainſſ the Seditious; but being entied with his 
Army, he joyned with Fehochanan, ſo that thoſe two 


Rebels reigned in Feruſalem by Courſe one one Month, 


and the other another; yet within-two Days they 


would 


quarreled about EHiaaſar the Prieſt, whom Schimeon 
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would have ſlain, but Fehochanan defended, fo that 
ever after they fought one againſt another. 
During theſe Tranſactions at Feruſalem, Yeſpaſian 
ſent two Noblemen to Rome to make away the Empe- 
ror Vitellius, that he might come and receive the 
Imperial Crown there; ſo they went and raiſed an 
Army,wherewith they fell upon Yitellivs and flew him 
tho' not without much oppoſition, for there were 
ſlain that Day in Reme 80000 vahant Soldiers; 
then Veſpaſian taking halt his Army with him, left 
the other part with Titus his Son to beſiege Feruſa- 
lem, but to continue at Alexandria till further Or- 


ders; to whom gar hisdeparting (aid, 1 ſhall do 
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dear Father according to your Command, for to you 
it belongeth to command and to me to obey; Yeſpaſs- 
an tOOk with him Agrippa and Menas his Son, with Jo- 
ſeph the Prieſt, for fear they ſhould raiſe a Rebellion: 
As he approached nigh Rome, all the Citizens came 
forth to meet and receive him with great Joy, and 
mighty Shews and Triumphs; and ſoon after 2 Was 
ſolemnly crow ned Emperor. Within a few Days 
Veſpaſian was diſpleaſed with King Agrippa upon falſe 
Intormation that he defign'd ſome diſtur bhance, upon 
which both he and his Son Menas were put to Death. 

This happened three years and an halt before the 
Deſtruction of Fer»/ſalem, at which time the continual 
Sacrifice ceaſed for One Thouſand Two Hundred 
and Ninety Days, as it is written in the 12 of Danie/'s 
Prophecy; but Foſeph was by the Clemency of 7e/ſ- 
paſian ſet at Liberty, and ſent to Titus (then at Alew- 
andria \n Egypt) with Letters from his Father, and 
was kindly received by him: Titus ſoon after march'd 
with a mighty Army to Ceſarea, where he ſtaid till 
the Winter was paſt before he would beſiege Jeruſa- 
lem. In the mean time the Quarrels and Murders in 
that City ceaſed not, the Wars continuing between 
Schimeon, Jehochanan and Eleaſar; fot God had in 
Judgment ſent a Spirit of Giddineſs among the Citi- 
zens, ſo that they were divided into three Parts. The 


firſt and beſt ſort followed Anani the Prieſt, who at 


that time had ſtained his Office of Prieſthood : Ano- 
. ther part followed the Seditious Fehochanan : and the 

third were tor Schimeon; ſo that in the midſt of Je- 
= ſalem there was nothing but Slaughter and Blood- 
ſh-:d ; and without the Roman Army made Inroads 
from Ceſarea, even to the Gates of 'the City : Be» 
tween thoſe three within, tliere were cruel Battles 


| or four Days without ceaſing}, and every Day ma- 
= ny were flain; ſo that the Blood of the Jens ran 


W through the Market. Places and Streets, even to the 
Temple of the Lord, like a great Flos d cauſed b 

= Showers of Rain: Then aſſembled the Prietts, 7 . 
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ders and many of the People, beſeeching theſe their 
Domeſtick Enemies not to pollute the Temple with 


their Slaughters; but they were ſlain for their pains | 


hy the Seditious, together with Anani and Foſbua the 
Prieſts, and Sechariahu the Prophet of the Lord. 
Till that time ſome good Men in Feruſalem ſtill of - 
fered Sacrifice to the Lord; but now when the Prieſts 
has laid the Sacrifice on the Altar, the Seditious run 
upon them and #i/led them, ſo that the Prieſts and the 
zeaſts they would have ſacrificed, fell dead to the 


ground together: They likewiſe deſtroyed all that 


came thither for Devotion, ſo that ſcarce one was left 
alive; and the Pavement of the Temple being Marble, 
was ſo ſlippery with the Blood and Fat of thoſe which 
were ſlain that no Man could go upon it withent fal- 


ling; Nay, w hoſoever the Seditious overcame, they ſet. 


tire on their Houſes, which fir'd other great Houſes 
near the Temple, and at laſt took hold on the Store- 
Houſes of Corn, Wine and Oyl, to the number 
of One Thouſand Four Hundred, all full of Vittnals 
agatalt a time of neceſſity, or the beſteging of the 
Town ; for when Veſpaſian was in Galilee the Priefls 
and Elders made np the Doors of theſe Garner Houſes, 


and laid in Victuals ſufficient for two hundred Thou- 


{and Men for twenty Yeats; but now they were all 
burnt to the Ground, with all within them, which 
cauſed a ſudden Famine in Feruſalem At the ſame 
time the Seditious pulled down all the fair Bu lings 
that there ſhould be no Sign or Monument of any 


Noble Huuſe left in the City. Thus God viſited the 


Citizens of Jeruſalem with four dread'inl Plagues at 
once, Sword, Peſtilence, Famine and Fire ; ro which 
this Fifth was added, the ruin and Deſtruction of 


Beautiful and Glorious Buildings; ſo that there was 


nothing but Deſolation, Pollution of the Temple and 
all Holy things, and Uproars Without any relt or re- 
tage ; no help, no ſuccour, but every Corner of Je. 
ruſalem was full of howling and yelling, weeping and 


wailinz, ſobbing and ſighing of Women and children: 


Here 
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Here you might hear the roaring and lamentation of 
Men not quite dead, there the mourning and throb- 


ing of the Elders, with the wofal cries of young Chil- 
dren for Bread : In ſhort, all manner of miſery op- 


preſſed them, ſo that he was thought happy who died 


before this Day; when Joſeph heard theſe. things at 
Ceſarea he tore his Hair, caſt Aſhes on his Beard, 
and fitting with ſorow on the ground made Lamen- 
tat ion over the miſerable City of Jeruſalem. 
Aͤſter this in the firſt year of the Reign of Yeſpaſoan, 
Titus his Son muſtered his Men in the Plain of Ceſarea, 
and found them a vaſt number, ſo that they ſeemed 
z lmoſt to cover the Earth; he then march'd to Sama 
maria, and being received by the Citizens with great 
Joy, he did them no harm. Thence he went to Aje- 
{ona Thirty Furlongs from Feraſalem, and there 
pitched his Tents, and with fix Bundred Horſe went 
to Feruſalem to view the height of the Walls, and the 
ſtrength of the Town; but the Jews laid an Ambuſh, 
and flew fixty of Titus his Men, and might have ſlain 
him likewiſe but that they deſigned to take him alive, 
whereby he had opportunity to eſcape: Neat Day 
Titus brought his whole Army to Fernſalem, and it 
being a little before the Feaſt of Unleavened Bread, 
an inſinite number of People that came to celebrate 
it were ſhut up inthe city, by which means they were 
ſoon oppreſſed with Famine, all manner of Food and 
Nouriſhment being conſumed, and Oxens Dung wat 
accounted good Meat; others fell upon old Leather, 
and horrible things happened. For ſome Women 
boiled their own Children and eat them; and many 
thinking to ſave their-Lives by flying to the-Romans, 
were cut in pieces to ſearch for their Gold and Jewels 
which they had ſwallowed to prevent Diſcovery, Two 
Thouſand were miſerably deſtroyed one Night upon 
this Account: And on the Feaſt-day which Was April 
14. Eleaſar having ſeized on the Inner- Temple open- 
ed the Gate that the People might Sacrifice; Fehocha- 
nan taking this opportunity, ſent privately many oh his 
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party armed with ſhort Swords under their Gar- 


ments, who being admitted with the reſt, ſet npon 
Eleazar,and ſeized the Inner Temple with the ſlaugh- 
ter of many of his Party; and thus the threefold Facti- 
on was again reduced into two, that of Jehocanan's 
who were Eight Thouſand Four Hundred, and the 
other of Schimeons of Ten Thonſand ; befides Five 
Thouſand Idumeans or Edomites. 

Titus approaching the Walls, pitched his Camp 
about the River Pſephina, and raiſing a Mount he with 
a Battering Ram beat down part of the Wall, and 
May 7 broke into the City: The firſt Wall being down 
and the Fews retiring inward, he gained the North 
quarter of the City, even to the Caſtle of Antonia, 
and the Valley of cedron. On the fifth Day a Tower 
on the ſecond Wall being batter'd down from the 
North-quarter, Titus got the New-lower City,from 


which he was repulſed again by the Fews; but he te- , 


gained it and addreſſed himfeit to aſſault the third Wall, 
May the 12th he commanded four Mounts to be raiſed 
two at the Caſtle of Antonia to gainthe Temple, and 
two at the Tomb of the High Prieſt Foln, to win the 


upper City; which being finiſhed in 17 Days, Feho-. | 


chanaw by a Mine from Antonia, caſt down one of 


the Mounts and burnt it; and Scbimeon the ſecond | 


Day after in a Sally fired two of the Mounts oppo- 
fite to him, with the Rams and other Engines of the 
Kemans whom they fell upon in their Camp ; but 
Titus relieving them from Antonia, forced the Fews 
into the City again. Theſe Mounts being thus de- 


moliſhed, Titus in 3 days encompaſſed the City with 


a Wall of Thirty Nine Furlongs in Circuit, upon 
which he built 13 Caſtles, each 10 Furlongs round, 
fo that none could go in or out: Whereby the Famiue 
raged (o cruelly in the City, that with it and the pe- 
ſtilence, multitudes periſned; ſo that from April 14, 
cn which day the Siege began, to July following, at 
one Gate one Hundred Fifteen Thouſand and Eight 
Hundred Carcaſes of poor People were carried _

thoſe privately interred by their Friends; and thoſe 
who fled to the Romans affirmed that there were fix 
Hundred Thouſand carried thro' all the Gates to be 
buried; and after that there being not enough to bu- 
ry the poor, they laid them upon great heaps ii empty 
Hou ſes, and there lock'd them up; others were thrown 
over the Walls, to fill the Ditches with dead Bodies, 
In the mean time Schimeon continued his Rapines 
and Murthers : He put to death Matthias the Bigh 
Prieſt, upon pretence he would have fled to the Ro- 
mans, thongh by this Mans means Schimeon was firft 
admitted into Feruſalem : He flew alſo three of his 
Sons and fifteen of the nobleſt of the People, all un- 
heard and uncondemned: Judas one of his Captains 
- Hating his Tyranny,contrived to deliver up a Town to 
the Romans of which he had charge; but being diſco- 
vered by Schimeon, he and 10 others were put to Death; 
= and Febhochanan converted to his own and prophane 
=. vic he Holy Things of the Temple as Veſſels of Gold, 
Silver and Money; nay he was forced to diſtribute 
to his Soldiers the Oil and Wine dedicated to Divine 
Service. Titus cutting down all the Woods and Trees 
for 90 Furlongs abou, he in 21 Days cauſed four 
mne Mougts to de raiſed about Antonia, (Which Jeho. 
>. -- chanan in vain attempted to deſtroy ) and then pl ced 
a Ram againſt it, by which a Breach being made 
they entred into Antonia Ful) 5 and purſued the 
flying Jews into the Temple, but after a ſharp Fight 
the Romans were for ſome time repulſed.

After the Sanctum Sanctorum was burnt, Titus aroſe 
and entring it, he {aw the Glory and Magnificence there- 
of, for as yet the Fire had nor conſumed all, and then 
ſaid, © Now I well perceive that this is no other but 
the Houſe of God and the dwelling place of the King 
of Heaven, neither was it for nought that the Fews 
© f.ught ſo earneſtly in detence thereof; nor did the 
© Gentiles without good cauſe ſend Gold and Silver to 
© this Temple from the fartheſt parts of the World for 
great is the Glory thereof, and it ſurpaſſeth all the 
oma and Gentile Temples that ever I ſaw ; the God 
© of Heaven who is the God of this Houſe, take ven- 
© geance ot the Seditious, whoſe heinous Deeds have 
brought this Evil upon them. The Seditioas who yet + 
© remained in Feruſalem, ſeeing the Sanclum Sanctorum 
burnt, ſet the reſt of the Temple on Fire themſelves 
© with allthe Houſes filled with Treaſure and all ſorts 
| of precious ſewels, and Victuals alſo, that the Remang 
ſnould receive no bent fit thereby: After this the Ro- 
mans quenched the Fire, and ſet up their Idols and

This with the 
other Miracles which at that time were proclaimed 
from Heaven, did demonſtrate that not any word of 
Our Lord ſhall fall to the ground, which had fortt id 
the utter D-ſolation both of the Temple and City of 
Jeruſalem. Euſeb. Hiſt. lib. 3. | 
Thus ſeverely wete th: Judgments of Heaven exe- 
cated upon che Jews, which did not yet end, but con- 
tinged to their Poſterity. For in 434, the Jews in 
tie iſle of Creet were deluded by the Devil, affirming 
himſelf gœbe Moſes who led the Ifraclites through 
the Red Sea; and perſwaded them, That he was ſent 
from God to lead them thro' the Sex to their own 
Country the Holy Land. This theſe poor Creatures 
ſoon belieycd, and diſpoſing all their Goods, to 
C3... - Others, 
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others by his perſuaſion, followed. this Seducer, 
who ſpent a whole Year in going from one Cty to ano- 
ther ; he then led them with their Wives and Children 
to the top of a ſteep Rock that hung over the Sea; 
when they were come hither this Mock Moſes com- 
manded them to wrap their Heads in their upper Gar. 
ments, and throw themſelves from the Rock into the 
Sea, aſſuring them» of a ſafe Faſſage. They readily 
obeyed him, and in that manner a great many periſh: 
ed in the Waves, and more would have followed, had 
it not pleaſed God that ſome Chriſtian Fiſhermen who 
were there took up many as they were floating upon 
the Waters, and ready to periſh ; theſe returning to 
the reſt of the Jes, told them how they had been de- 
ceived, and how narrowly they had eſcap'd ; where- 
pon t 7 being much enraged, ſought far and near 
for this Seducer to put him to Death; but when he 
could not be found, they concluded, That it was the 
Devil himſelf, the old Mam ſlayer, who had appeared 
in Human ſhape ; and divers Fews being moved by 

this Calamity, became Chriſtians. Euſebius Hit. 
In the Reign of Trajan the Fews rebelted in Egoft 
and Hrene, where they flew many Greeks and Romans, 
eat their Fleſh, girded themſelves round with then 
Guts, imbrued themſelves in their Blood, and cloath - 
ed themſelves with their Skins: Many they ſawed in 
ſunder from the Crown downward ; others they 
Caſt to wild Beaits, fo that they deſtroyed 200000 
of them, and hikewiſe 2 50000 in Egypt and Cyprus : 
Trajan ſent an Army againſt them under Mart iu. 
Turbo, who fearing the Jes in Meſapotamia ſhould 
break into the like Outrages, he commanded Luci us 
QOgietus to root them out of that Country, which 
he did ſo effectually that the Emperor in recom: 

pence made him Preſident of Judea. Dion, Hiſt. 

Alins Adriannus the Emperor rebuilt Feruſal em, not 
in the ſame Place but ſomewhat Weſtward, and 
called it Alis after his own Name: To deſpipht the 
Chriſtians, he built a Temple over our —_— 
n . rave, 
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Grave, with the Images of Zupiter and Venus; and 


another at Bethlehem to Adonis the Gallant of Yewe, | 


and to enrage the Jews who abominate Sw ines fleſh, 
he ſet up the Picture of aSwine over the Gates of the 
City, who ſtorming at this prophanation broke out 
into Rebellion, but were ſubdued by Jliui Severus, 
who by reaſon of their multitudes would not try it 
out in a ſet Battle, but taking his opportunity, he took 
5o fortify'd caſtles, razed 980 of their beſt Towns,and 
flew 580000 of their Men, beſides an innumerable * 
multitude who periſhed in the Famine,Sickneſs and 
Fire; ſo that almoſt all J#des was left deſtitute. With 
them was ſlain one Benchecheb their Meas, for ſo he 
termed himſelf, that is, The Jon of a Star uſurping that 
Prophecy of Jacob,A Star ſhall ariſe &c. tho he proved 
but a fading Comet,whoſe blazing portended the ru- 
in of that Nation ; the Captives Adrian tranſported 
into Spain, and the Holy Land was laid waſte, parting 
with her People and Fruitfulneſs both together. In- 
deed Pilgrims here and there find parcels of rich 
zround in Paleſtine, which God ſeems to have leſt, to 
ſhew the ſweetneſs of the Land before it was ſcour- 
ged tor the Peoples fins, and the goodneſs of the 
Cloth by the fineneſs of the Shreds. Adrian baniſn'd 


500000 Fews into Spain, wWhence they were again ba- _ 


niſhed by Ferdinando and 1/abella in 1492. who drove 
out of Spain 120000 Families : From thence they 
paſſed into T»/cany and the Popes Dominions, but 
were again baniſned by Pope Paul IV. and Pius V. 
It would be endleſs to ſhew what miſeries the 
endured in all Nations, ever ſince their Predeceſ- 
ſors committed great grievous fin of Crucif 

the Lord of Life and Glory ; and thus much of the 
Jews, - I ſhall now proceed 1n the Hiſtory ot Co- 
mets and other Prodigies.

Juſt ac this time fell a great Miſt, the Sun which be- 
fore ſh:ned bright, on a ſudden miffling up h's Face 
in a mourning Cloud, as if not able to look upon the 
fall of the K. of Sweden. The [mperislifts being now 
Maſters of the Kings Body,fel! to ſtripping it one get. 
ting his Spurs, azother his Swerd, another his Rirg, and 
another his Buff. Coat, &c. every one being greedy to 
ger ſome part of his Spoils: But before they could cat- 
ry away his Body the Swedes returned, forced the 
Enemy to retreat, and recovering his Body, carried it 
away in an Ammunition Waggon privaicly. ſo that 
few of his Army knew of hi death. All this while 
the four Swediſh Brigades of Foot were hotly engage, 
and got ground of the Imperialiſts; the Horſe likewile 
after an hours fight drove them back, and got poſſeſſion 
of ſeven Cannon; but the miſt was fo thickued by the 
Smoak, that the Swedes could not ſee to purſue their 
Advantage; yet it pleaſed God to ſtrike part of the 
Imperial Army with a Pannick Fear, ſo that aboye : 
thouſand German Horſe ran all away together, one 
amongſt em crying out, Oh I know the K. ot Swede 
wel cnovgh, he is beſt at thelatter end of the day.

to death; not did the Horſemen ſtay till they had 


f:d divers Miles; but in the heat of the Batlle, 


Count Pappenheim, one of the Imperial Generals who 
was ſeat fer, came in with his Horſe and Dragoons, 


33d the Charge was again renewed, but juft as he was 


ordering his Horſe he was ſhot with a Falconet Bul- 
let, Whereot he preſently died: His Officers flocking 


about him cryed cut, Our General is flain, our Gene- 


ral is lain; and turning their Horſe Heads, ran ont 


of the Battle without a ſtroke. But the other Imperi- 


aliſts who were incouraged by his coming, maintain- 


ed the Fight wich admirable Reſolution, yet the charge 


was ſuſtained by the Swedes with much Gallantry for z 
hours, whereiathe greateſt loſs fell upon two Brigades 


of old Swedes whom the King did much relye upon, 


(or theſe old Blades ſtood their Ground till the Karth 
was covered with their bodies, yet they died not un- 


ey enged, for they ſlew many of the Imperialiſts, and 


amongſt them divers of great Quality. 


Duke Bernard was beſet by the Right Wing of the 
Imperialifts that Day, but no Man ever behaved him- - 


ſeit more gallantly, charging hi: Enemies twelve ſeve- 
tal ci mes. Before Sun ſet the Miſt cleared up, and then 
Duke Bernard took a Survey of his Army, which 
he could not do ſince he heard of the Kings Death till 
dow: He ſpake checrtully to the Officers and Soldi- 


ers incouraging them to a new ingagement, and tho 


he tound the moſt part of his Army in great Diſorder 
yet with much Paias he rallied them for a new Onſet, 
thy not without much Regret in the Soldiers, one 
lying to another, Alzs Comrade what muſt we fall 
on agzin : The other replying,Come it ue muſt, let us 
do it baavely, and make a Day of it. The Imperia- 
its quaked for feat, ſeeing the Swedes advaacing in 
ach good order againſt them; and their Horſe be · 


zan to retreat, whichtke Swedes perceiving, large | 
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ſo home with their Cannon, as put them into great 
con fuſion: But then again ſo great a miſt fell, that 
the Swedes could not diſcern to purſue their Enemies, 
fo that the fight was only maintained about the Wind- 
wills, which continued with much briskneſs till 6 at 
Night, when/ the Impertalifts gave ir over. This 
bloody Battel laſted nine hours, and then Count Wal. 
leſtein march'd away, leaving all che Cannon behind, 
and the Field and Victory to the Swedes, who lodg- 
ed upoo the ground all Night, where they heard the 
lamentable groanicg of the dying and wounded, it 
being a frofty cold Night, wherein many a gallant 
Man died of his wounds, who with ſeaſonable hel 
might have recovered. There were {lain of the Swedes 
3000, and of the Imperialiſts 4000; the Boors killed 
1000 more who fled; the wounded were as many 
more as the {]aiv. The Swedes loſt the King himſelf, 
t kis Enemics themſelves giving him this Honourable 
Teſtimony, © That he was the braveſt Enemy and 
the beſt Captain in Chi iſtendem; ſo that they got 
bur a dole ful Victory, lofing that in comparable Con- 
dueror, ho was worth hundreds of others, and was 
zz heartily bewailed of the Germans 2s of his own 
Subjects, who profeſſed, That their loſs was unſpeak- 
able, and his Name ſhall live in aſter Ages: Yet did 
not this Glorious King die without ſome miraculous

Miſdemeanours : When he firſt came into Germany 
many Women followed his Army, ſo coming to a 
great River, his Men and Waggons being paſſed over, 
he cauſed the Bridge to be broken dow, hoping to 
be rid of this Lumber; but they made ſo terrible 2 
ſnreik, that the Soldiers on the other fide vowed not 
to ſtir a foot till the Womep were fetched over; So the 
King finding this ill humour was generally diſpetſed 
amongſt his Men, and that it was dangerous to purge 
It ail ar once, ſmiled at his avger for the preſent, 
permitting what he could not amend; yet this abuſe 
he reformed by degrees.

to an Anchor within a Mile of Statin, whereby he de- 
ſeared the Deſigns of the Imper ialiſts, who intended 
within two days to have laid Siege to that City. When 
this King came firſt to the Crown, he reſolved to be- 
ſiege Nottenburgh Caſtle, which the Muſcovite had gi- 
ven his Father for ſome Aſſiſtance he had afforded him.

for a little Bread, which my Guide beſtowed upon 
them ſo long as we had auy; from thence to Manheim 
and Heidelborgh many dead Men lay ſtrowed on the 
way, eſpecially on the Places where they had made 
Fires, who periſhed through cold and want. When we 
were beſieged in the Caſtle of Heidelburgh, our Sob 
diers at firſt killed more Horſes than they could eat, 
leaſt they ſhould die for want of Hay; ſo what was 
left they threw out of the Caſtle down the Rock, 
which the Every in the Night drew into the Town, 
though ſome of them were ſlain in the Action, and 
heartily eat our Horſe-fleſh; at which time the Serjeant 


Major with Fifty Mea iſſued out pon 390 of the 


Enemy intrench'd on the Eatt-fde of tne Caſtle, where 
many were flain, others broke their Necks down the 
Rocks; Our Soldiers being Maſters of the Trench, 
fell to ranſack the Enemies Knapſacks, but found no- 
thing in them except our own Horſe fleſn which yet 
was not unwelcome, for it grew ſcarce with us; ſo that 
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now we were compelled to kill the Horſes which flood 
faſting for own neceſſi y: The Serjeaut Major had 
two fine Horſes, our Soldiers took ane and cat him, 
but he thinking to make ſure of the other, fat:ned 
him to the Wall with a ſtrong Chain and Padlock, tur 
they cut off the Horſes neck, and leſt the Head in 
the Chain, carrying away the body, and greedily 
eativg it. At length Dogs and Cats came in requeſt, 
ſo that we c#uid ſmell our Meat afar off, but cn the 
Table it was ſtil} more loathſome, the taſte being au- 
ſwerable to the ſmell, yet we eat it exceeding ſavour- 
ly: For the Armies over-running the Country, de- 
voured both Corn and Cattle, fo that thoſe who had 
any Goods left, offered to give all for a little Food; 
others lay in the Streets and Highways to beg ſome- 
thing for God's ſake, to refreſh their dying Hearts; 
yet no ſooner had they ſwallowed it, but they gave up 
the Ghoſt, In Alſatia, Anne the Daughter of John 
Ebſtein, confefled that ſhe came from Calmar, where 


ſhe had waited many days before the Hangman's door, 
in hopes to get a piece of Horſe-fleſh to ſatisſie her 


crying Hunger; that ſhe was now come to Rufack, in- 


treating chem, that if there were the Body of any 


yourg Man or Woman unburied, they would give it 
her to eat to preſerye her Liſe. Twoother Women 
and 2 Boy made the ſame requeſt, aTirming that they 
had lived a long time upon dead ens fleſh; after 
which the Churchyard of St. Nicholas, where the 
dead Bodies lav, was fhur up. Lally, rhey declared 
that 4 voung M:ids had cut in picces the Body of a- 
nother Maid of 11 years olf, and had eaten every 
one their part of her. Many who had loft all they 
had, lived on Root, Acorus, Grafs, Thiſtles and 
other Weeds. The poor famiſned People were 10 
fainc, they had not ſtrength to bury one another, ſo 
that the dead Bodies were deyoured by Dogs, Foxes, 
and Wolves; yea, ſome Perſon: have run Mad for 
meer Hanger. In ſome Cities, the Inhabitants were 
conſtraiued to ſell all manner ot Vermine N

Many who 
were not intruſted with the Deſign were killed, and 
thoſe that could make their eſcape, got in nnto the 
King, u ho was ſecured only with a Clay Wall 
thatched, which was all his ſtrength ; yet thoſe 
People were afraid to aſſault his Perſon, lying ſtill 
till the Morring: At which time the King made his 
eſcape into the Mountains with only 50 Perſons;

ceſs Sophia, Siſter. to Priace John, General Koman- 
«Kt and many others eſpouſed the Cauſe of the Elder 
Brother, and drew the Guards and Soldiers to their 
ſide, by perſuading-them that the late Czar was poai- 
ſoned, and that there was a deſigu likewiſe todeſtray 
them; ſo the Guords fell upon the Boyers, and others 
who had proclaimed Yrince Peter Emperor, and de- 
ſtroyed many of them: After which Prince John was 
proclaimed Emperor, but without depoſing Prince pe- 
ter; ſo that there were two Emperors who were 
both crowned June 24 168 1.

The two Empe- 
tors reigned together ſeveral Years without any dif- 
ference; but Czar John dying, Prince Peter continu- 
ed to reign alone; and having ſettled the Goyern- 
ment in Peace, relolved to make a Journey into For- 
rcign Countries. So ſending two Ambaſſadors to ſe- 
yeral Princes in Europe, he accompanied them in 
Perſon; Travelling through Germany and Holland 
where his Ambaſſador had Audience of cur Gracious 
foyeraign King William: From thence he came to 
Engliad in 1698, and continued here ſeveral Moaths, 
and at length returned back to Holland, and then to 
Vienna, deſigning to have viſited the Duke of Venice:

of Chriſtendom : But however if the terror and rare- 
neſs of theſe Prodigies do upon any Account mind us 
of or Mortality, aud prepare us for our cud, or to 
reflect upon our own cr the publick Crimes, which 
miy call down Judgmeats upon us, and to implore his 
mercy and forbearance it may be uſetu!8& profitablezfor 
this Age has need enough of Repeatance,and without a 
Comet we want not abnrdant Notice; and Warnings 
that if we do not forſake our horrid Enormities, we 
cannot long eſcape the ſignal Vengeance of Heaven.

things which neither ate, nor cettainly can be known; 


For Inſtance, 1. Their Motion, 2. Their Magnitude. 3. 


Their Altitude (whether above or below the Planets) 
may by the Parallax, and a good Mathematician be cer- 
tainly knpwt: : But then there are three other things 
which the beftMathemeticians neither do nor certainly 
can know; 1. Their Generation, how they are produ- 
ced, and of what matter they are made; 2. Their Sig- 
nification, what they pat icularly portend, and to what 
Country, City or Perſon it relate: 3. Their Exit or Va. 
niſhing, how they come to diſappear, and what becomes 
of them afterward.

IT. We read in ancient Hiftorics of the Seven Mari 


\ 7 . the Banks of the River Euphrates, which ran throug" 
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the midſt of ir, over which Semiramis built a ſttong 
and ſtately Bridge of a Mile long, each Stone being 
faſtned together with melted Lead, and is the Anet- 
enteft City of the World, builr by Nimrod, near the 
Tower of Babel, and by him made the Imperial Seat 
of the Chaldean Kings; afterward beautified and in- 
larged by Semiramis the Wife of Ninus, one of his 
Succeſſors ; and finally increaſed in bulk and beauty 
by Nebuchadnezzar, who added a New City to the 
Old, which he encompaſſed with three Walls, aud 
three ſtately Gates; and near his Fathers Palace nge 
built another more ſtately, where he raiſedStone Works 
like Mountains, which he planted with all manner of 
Trees, He made alſo Penſile Gardens hangivg as it 
were in the Sky, born upon Arches fourſquare, each 
ſquare containiog four hundred foot, filled above with 
Earth, wherein pre all ſorts of Tree, and Plants: 
The Arches were built one upon another, even to 30 
Cubirs high; he likewiſe made Aqueducts for water - 
ing theſe Gardens : He erected an Image of Gold in the 
Plain of Dura fixty Cubits high, and ſix broad. Theſe 
ſtately Buildiugs ſo puft him up, that he arrogated to 
himſelf the whole Glory of them, ſaying in his Pride, 
* Is not this great Babel which I have built a City 
of great Fame and State? The Compaſs of the Walls 
wcs 365 Furlongs, (or 60 Miles) according to the 
number of the days in the year, in height 200 Cubits, 
and go Cubits in breadth ; ſo that fix Chariots might 
meet on the top. They were finiſned in one year by 
200000 Workmen: The City was fourſquare, and 
15 Miles from one Corner to another, inſomuch rhat 
Ariſtotle ſaith, © It ought rather to be called a Couy- 
* try than a City, and that when the Town was taken, 
it was three days before the furtheſt parts of it had 
* any Intelligence thereof; which taking of the Town

Medes and Perſians, in the Reign of Belſnzzzar, when - 
Daniel the Prophet interpreted to that King the wordt

in Wine and Debauchery. In the Reign of Queen Se- 
miramis this City revolted from her, and the New

hid recovered it: Of this great Lady it is recorded,

into the hands of his Soveraigg, which made Darius 
often ſay, That he had rather have one Topyrus than

IV. The Third Wouder of the World, Hiſtorians 
record to be the Pyramids of Egypt, and if all be cer- 
tain which is written of them, are truly admitable: 
They were vaſt and ſtupendious Structures, many in 
number, three moſt celebrated. The principal was 
fituare on the South of the City Memphis, and on the 
Weſtern Banks of Nilus, they ended in a ſharp point 
like a flame of Fire from whence they had their vame: 
It is related that for erecting them there were 350000 
Men imployed 20 years: They were built by the vani- 


ty of the Egyptian Kings for their Sepulchres when 


dead, and many times only to keep their Subjects in im- 
ploy ment: And upon theſe it is thoughit the Iſraelites 


were employed by Pharaoh, when they cryed to the 


Lord, and he delivered them by the hand of Moſes. 
The largeft was built on the top of a Rocky Hill, 100 
Foot above the Plain, with a gentle and eaſie aſcent 
the height of the Situation adding to the Beauty of 
the Work, and the Rock to the ſtrength thereof: It 
was built for the Se pulchre of Cheops an Egyptian K. 
Each fide of this Pyramid 13 693 Foot Englith meaſure, 
fo that the whole Circumference of the Baſis and 
Foundation contzins 480249 ſquare Feet, or 11 Eng- 
liſh Acres of gronrd. The height and breadih are 
both the ſame, that is, 693 foot: The Aſcent to the 
top is from all fides without by degrees; the lower- 
moſt ſtep is 4 foot high and 3 in breadth,which running

Pillars excellently engraven : This Building was open 
on all ſides, with Arches 73 foot wide, framed by the 

moſt exquiſite workmen of that Age, and the perie- 
ction of the work was ſo admirable, that ever after all 
ſumptuous and beautiful Tombs were called Mauſolaz, - #

It 13 recorded, that Artemiſia after the death of her 


Husband lived in continual Tears and mourning, and 
died before the Work was finiſhed, having drunk the 
Bones of her Husband beaten into Powder, which ſhe 
buried in her-own body, as the choiceſt Sepulchre 
ſhe could provide for him. 

6. The Fifth Wonder of the World was the 


Temple of Din: at Epheſus in Ionia, a Province “ 


Aſia. Pliny ſaith it was built by the Amazons, and 
contained 425 foot in length, and 220 in breadth, ſo ar - 
rificially contrived that it was 220 years in finiſhing ; 
It was ſounded in a Like, to prevent the danger of 
Earthquakes, and it is ſaid, that a great quantity oi 
Coal duſt and Wool was laid under the Foundation 

to | 
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to ſecure the moiſt Plices: It had 127 Pillars of 
Marble poliſned; cach of theſe Pillars were erected 
at the charge of ſo many of the Kings of Afia: The. 
Doors of the Temple were of Cypreſs, which after, 
100 years were as freſh if new made; the Roof warof - 
Cedar. The Image of Diana, which the ſuperſti ious 
Vulgar believed came down from Jupiter out of Hea- 
ven, was made by one Caneſia, ſome ſay of Ebony, 
others of the Vine; which having many holes, was fil- 
led up with Spikenard, the moiſture whereof-cloſ-d 
up the rifts: It was adorned with rich and unva uable 
Gifts. It was contrived by Ctefiphon, and after it was 
finiſhed was fired 7 times; but laſt of all by Eroſtra- 
tus, who obſerving the Magnificence thereof, reſolved 
to burn it to get himſelf a Name: but to diſappoint 
him the Princes of thoſe Countries forbid that any one 
ſhould ſpeak, write or record his Name; yet all to no 
purpoſe, for latter Hiſtorians name him, and call him 
* Eroftratus. This glorious Temple was burnt the ſane e 
Night that Alexander the great was Born, which gave 
| occaſion to that witty Sccff; That Diata ( who was 
the Goddeſs of Mdwifry ) could not attend the pre- 
ſervation of her Temple, being then buficd at the 
| Birth of fo great a Prince. Some write that this Tem- 
| ple was afterward rebuilt, more ſumptuous and mag- 
nificent than before, and that the Maſter of the work 
was named Democrates. 2 
VII. The Sixth Wonder of the World was the Ide l 
or Image of Jupiter Olympus, which ſtood in his Tem- 
ple in Achaia, between the Cities of Elis and Pifa: This 
Statue was renowned as well for artificial Perfections, 
and admirable Workmanſhip, as for the greatneſs 
thereof, being 60 Cubits high, compoſed by that ex- 
cellent Workman Phidias, of Gold and Ivory: Some 
ſay that Phidias was taxed with Imperfection, that 
he had not proportioned the Image to the bigneſs of 
the Temple, becauſe he had made ir fitting, and fo. 
large, hat if the ſtanding uprig ht were conſidered, the 
Tempieſec uld not contain it: In honour of this Jupt- 
1 | 36: hs 
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ter, the en v Games were inſtituted by Hercules, 
2nd celebrated on the Plains near this City in the year 
of the World 2757. The Exerciſes were Bodily, as 
running in Chariors, running on foot, wreftling, fight- 
ing with Clubs and the like; but yer there repaired 
thither Orators, Poets and Mufieians, and all that 
thought themſelves excellent in any laudable Quality, 
to make Trial of their Abilities ; the very Criers who 
proclaimed the Victories contending who ſhould cry 
loudeft, and beft play his part: The Rewards given 
to the Victors were only Garlands of Palm or fuch 
light remembrances,and yet the Greeks no leſi eſteem- 
ed this ſmall fign of Conqut ſt and Hononr, than the 
Romans did their moſt magnificent Triumphs. Thoſe 
who were Conquerors therein were met by the Prin- 
cipal Men of the City where they lived, and a Paſ- 
ſage was broken through the Walls of the Town for 
their Reception, as if the ordinary Gates were not 
capable of ſo high an Honour as to afford chem en- 
trance. The Judges of theſe Games were Citizens of 
Elis appointed for that purpoſe : Of theſe Games Ho-

VII!. The Seventh Wonder of the World was the 
Tower of Pharos, which ſtood in an Ifland of that 
Name near Alexandria in Egyyt, a Mile diſtant from 
the Land, but joined to the Continent by Cleopatra 
Queen of Egypt upon this occaſion : The Rhodians 
then Lords of the Sea, uſed to exact Tribute of exgry 
Iſland within thoſe Seas, and cynſequently of this: 
Their Ambaſſadors being ſent to Cleopatra to de- 
mand this Tribute, ſhe detained them 7 Days, under 

| pre · 
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rence of celebrating ſome ſolemn Feſtivals, and in the 
mean time by making huge Bams and Banks in the 
Sea, with incredible charge and ſpeed, ſhe united 
Pharos to the Shore, ſo that it was no longer an Il ind; 
which finiſhed, ſhe ſent away the Rhodians empty 
handed, with this witty Jeer, That they were to take 
Toll of the Iſlands, bur not of the Continent : A work 
of great Rarity and Magnificence, both for the big- 
neſs of it, taking up 7 Furlongs of Ground, and for 
that incredible ſpeed wherewith it was finiſhed. As 
for the Watch Tower called Pharos, by the Name of 
the Iſland, it was built by Ptolomy Philade!phus King 
of Egypt, for the Benefit of Sailors (the Roads on that 
Coaſt being very unſafe, and full of flats) to guide 
them over the Bar of Alexandria; it «as of a wonder- 
ful height, aſcended by degrees, and having many 
Lanthorns on the top, where Lights were burned eve- 
ry Night, flaming like a Beacon, for Direction to Sea- 
men; it was erected of Marble of curious Workman» 
ſhip; and fituated upon a Mountain encompaſſed 
with Water; the chief Workman was S:ſtratus who 
engraved on the Work this I ſcription, Soſtratus of 
Cnidos, the Son of Dexiphancs to the Gods Prot: tor 
for the Safeovard of Sailors: This Iaſeription he co- 
vered wich Plaiſter, and therein engraved the Name 
and Tit'e'of the King who was the Fourder, to the 
end tat the King's Name being wafher! awe y his own, 
which was written in Marrle, might be erern'zd to 
Poſt-rirv as the F under thereof, N:oh unto Pharos 
Cæſar purſued P-mpey into Egypt, ad having dif- 


contented Ptol-my th King thereof by demanding 


Pay for his Soldiers, © zfar's Navy lying here at an 
Anchor was afſ-u'ted by Achilles one of ycung Ptalomy's 
Commanders. Cæſar himſelf being then ar le xandtia, 
and kearing of rhe Skirmiſh haſtened to Pharos, refol- 
ving to ſuccour his Navy in Perſon, gut the Egyptizns 
coming upon him on all ſides, he was compelied to 
leap into the Sea, and ſwim for his Life, and though 
to avoid their Darts he ſome times dived, yet he «xe 
c 
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held his Left Hand above Water, and in it his Com- 
mentaries which he carried ſafe to his Ships, and en- 
couraging his Men got the victory: It's ſaid that 
Egypt hath only two Doors, the one by Land, which 
is the ftrong/Town of Pelufium; or Dimizra, the other 
by Water, which is this Pharos.

IX, Having related theſe Seven Wonders of the 
World, I ſhall proceed to ſome other famous Str u- 
cturee, and among them we read of none more magni» 
ficent than the Temple of Solomon, but that being at 
large defcribed/in the Books of the Kings and Chront- 
cles, I ſhall give a Deſcription of the City and Temple 
of Jeruſalem, when deftroyed by the Romans: Jeru- 
ſalem was incompaſſed with a treble VVall on every 
fide, ſave: only that part which was inclofed with in- 
acceſſible Valleys,” where it needed only one VVaII; 
it was built upon two Hills, one oppoſite to the other, 


ſeparated by a Valley, which was repleniſned with _ | 


Houſes, One of theſe Hills -whereon ſtood the upper 
part of theCity, wa higher and ſteeper than the other, 
which David compiſfing with a VVall, called it the 
City of David. On he other Hill, called Acra, ſtood 


the lower part of the City, oppofite whereunto was 1 


anocher Hill lower than that, divided by a large Val- 
ley; bur when the "Aſmoniars reigned they filled up 
this Valley, and cut down'the top of Acra, thar'it 
might not hide the Temple. VVithia one of the Yal- 
leys wis Siloam a'Founta'n of ſwret VVater che out- 
moſt V Vall by te. ſon of the Valley about it, and the 
Rock wher:on it ſtood was. impregnavle, buile by 
David, So omon ard other Kings. A fourth VVall was 
begun by Agrippa: In human Reaſon had it been fi- 
niſned, the City cculd never have been taken, for the 
Stones were 20 Cuhits long, and 10 bread, ſo not eaſi - 
ly undermined nor bittered with Engines; but ke 
built this VVall only 16 Cubits high, fearirg leſt Clau- 
dius Cæſar ſhould think We defizned to rebel; yet af- | 
terward the Jews raiſed it twenty Cubits high, made

in all 24 Cubits high: Upon the Walls were 3 Towers 
20 Cubits broad aud 20 Cubits high, built. fourſquate 
very ſtrong. within theſe Towers were Roofng to 
dwell in, and Ciſterns to teceive Rain Water: The 
third Wall had go of theſe Towers, and between eve- 
ry Tower were 200 Cubits ſpace; the ſecond Wall had 
14 Towers, and tre old Wall 6o, the Compaſs ol the 
whole City being 43 Furlongs. 932 IP 
Between the Nh and Weſt part of the City vpon 
the utmoſt Wall ſtood the Tower Pſephina, raiſed 
70 Cubits h'gh, fo that in a clear day one mightthence 
diſcover Arabia, and the utmoſt Coufines of: Judea, 
even to the Sea. Juſt oppoſite to this was the Tower of 
- Hippicon built by Herod upon the Oid Wall, which for 
Bigneſs, Beauty nd Strength, ſurpaſſed all others in 
the World: It had four Corners, each of Which was 
25,Cubi.s broad, as miny long, and 30 Cubirs high, 
and in no place hollow: On the top was 2 Well to re- 
cCeive Rain Water 20 Cubits deep; on the top of all 
were Houſes 25 Cubits high divided into many Rooms. 
Above them were Battlemeats two Cubits, and Tur- 
rets 3 Cubits high, ſo that in all it was 84 Cubits high. 
Her:d built a ſecond Tower, in breadth, length and 
height 40 Cubits, in form of a ſquare Pillar ali ſolid, 
and not hollow within, aud above this a Porch 10 Cu- 
+ bits high adorned with Turretsand Pinacles: Over the 
miaſt of this Porch he built acvother Tower, diſtin- 
my into handſome Rooms, and ſumptuous Baths, 
eautified on the top with Turrets and Pinacles; fo 
the whole height was 90 Cubits. Laſtly. he built a 
third Tower, which he called by his Queens Name 
Mariamne, 20 Cubits in height and breadth, all of ſo- 
lid ſtone, having more ſta:ely and magnificent Lodg- 
ing than any of the former; it was in all $5 Cubits 
high. Thcſe Towers were very high, by reaſon of 
their Situation on the old Wall which ſtood upon 4 
Rock 30 Cubits high, and were built all of white Mar- 
ble, each Stone being 20 Cubits long, 10 broad and 5

manſhip, invironed with a Wall 30 Cubſts high, 
adorned with Towers and beautified with flouſes for 
100 of the Nobility-: The Variety of the Marble was 
admirable, all ſorts being therein uſed, tho never fa 
ſcarce; In every Room were many Veſſels of Gold and 
Silver, aad ſeveral Porches adorned with curious Pil- 
lars: There were magy pleaſafit Walks with all man- 
ner of Trees, and Fountains, which ſpouted up Water 
and Cifterns beautified with Brazen Statues, from 
which ran Water continually. | 2 
The Temple was built upon a Rocky Mountain, the 
Plain on the top was at firſt ſcarce big engught for the 
Temple avd Court, the Hill being very ſteep, but the 
people every day bringing Earth thither, they at Taft 
made it plain and large enOugh, and with wonderful 
Curiofiry aud Labour incloſed the Hill with a treble 
Wall, which was not effected in many Ages, with the 
coſt of all the Holy Treafure offered to God from all 
parts of the World: The Foundations of the Temple 
were laid 300 Cubits deep; the Stones were 40 Cu- 
bits; the Porches were double, ſupported by mauy 
ſtately Pillars 25 Cubits high, all of one piece of white 
Marble; the tops were of Cedar ſo exactly wrought, 
23 aſtoniſhed the Beholders: Theſe Porehes were thir- 
ty Cubits broad, and the Com paſs of all was fix Fur- 
longs: The Courts were curiouſly wrought and paved 
with all ſorts of Stones. The way to the inward 
Temple was incloſed with Stones wrought like Lat- 
tice, three Cubits high of curious Workmanſhip; To 
this there was an aſcent by 14 Steps, and above it was 
four-ſquare, ineloſed with a Wall by it ſelf 40 Cubirs 
high on the ourfide, and all covered with Stairs to af- 
cetd up to it, and within it was 25 Cubits high: At 
the top of the Stairs within the Wall, was a level 
compaſſed with a Wall of 300 Cubits with Gates; 
aud between them were Porches oppoſrte to cach other,

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reaching from the wall to the Treaſury, ſupported with || wi 
mighty Pillars, all the Gates were covered with Plates 
| of Gold, only one with Corinthian Braſs, which for 
Beauty excelled the other, dazling the Eyes of the 
Spectators. Ia every Gate were two Doors 30 Cubits 
long and 40 in height, ſupported with 2 Pillars, 12 
Cubits thick; the Gate covered with Corinthian Baaſs 
was 50 Cubits high, and the other; Gates 40, more 
richly adorned than the reſt : Laſtly the Holy pf Holies 
or Sanctum Sanctorum ſituate in. the midſt, had 12 
Stairs to go up to it; the fore part of it was 100 Cubits 
high and as many broad; backward it wa 40 Cubits, 
on each fide it had as it were two ſhoulders, in height 
20 Cubits. The fi:ft Gate was 20 Cubits high and 25 
wide, and had no Doors, to (hew that Heaven was 
always open, &c. All the fore- parts were gilded, 
and all within covered with fine Goid: The inner 
part was divided into two Rooms, whereof the firſt 
anly might be ſeen, which was in height 90 Cubits; 
in length 40, and in breadth 20. Round about the 
Wall was a Golden Vine, whereon hung Grapes in 
6 Cluſters all of Gold, every Cluſter being ſoar long 3 
It had Golden Gates 55 Cubits high and 16 vroad, 
i and curious Hangings of the ſame length, admirably 
wrought with Purple, Violet and Scarlet Silk; all the 
Fabrick was ſo exqaiũte and rich that none could Ima - 
oine any Workmanſhip wanting; for it was all cover- 
ed with maſſy Plate of pure Gold which aftoniſhed 
the Bcholders; the top was all ſer with Rods of 
Gold "ſharp like Pikes at the ends, left Birds ſhould

The Palaces, Gates and Walls could not be 
match'd in all the World, it had t50000 Iahabirants 
beſides Women and Children; the Trench abour it 
was 60 foot deep, cut out of the Rocks, and 250 foot 
broad: Not long after '$hiſhack King of Egypt took 
it, and became Maſter of Solomon's Riches, and all K ing 
David's Spoils which he had taken from many Nations, 
2 Kings 14, It was again plundred, aad part of the 
Wall broken down by Joas King of Iſrael in Amazia's 
Reign, 2 Kings 16. Not long after Aha the fifteenth 
King of Juda impoveriſhed rhe Temp'e, to preſent 
Tiglatapilezer with the Treaſure thereof, aud Manaſ- 
ſes loft what remained, 1 Chron. 3. 'N:buchadnez- 
zir laid this gloriohs City with the Temple, Pa- 
laces, Walls and Towers even to the Ground, 2 Kings 
19. It was built 2gain by Nehemia, Chap. 12. 34. and 
again the Temple and City were ſpoiled by Bugoſes 
Lieutenant to Artaxerxes, then by Ptolomevs the 
firſt, then by* Antiochus Epiphanes, and again by 
Apollonius his Deputy; zfter which it was taken by 
pompey, and robbed by Craffas in his Parthian Expe- 
dition; yet all the Loffes that the Temple and City 
ſuſtained were repaired by Herod the Great, who en- 
larg'd the City, new built the Temple, and adorned 
ir with many ſumpruous Works,and left it more ftate- 
ly and glorious that in the Days of Solomon. 5 

Laſtly, About 40 Years after the Death of Chrift, 
the Sins of the Jews being come to the height, it was 
deſtroyed by Titus the Roman Genera), ſo that they 
which ſaw it afterward could ſcarce believe there had 
ever been ſuch a City, only he left the three Hetodian

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4 164 Surprizing Miracles of Art, 
ſtore upon another as our Saviour had foretold : But 
when his fury was appeaſed, he took one part without 
the Wall, wherein ſtood Mount Calyery and Chriſts 
Sepuich:e, and made it a capacious City, which he 
called after his own name Alia Capitolia; and in the 
Gate toward Beth l, he cauſed a Sow to be made in 
Marble, ſet in the front to deſpite the Jews, making 
an Edi&, That henceforth none of them ſhould ever 
enter into that City, nor dare ſo much as to behold, 
or look toward it from any high Place; yet the Chri- 
ftian Religion flouriſhing in Faleſtine, it was inhabited 
by all Nations, eſpecially Chriſtians, for 300 Years : 
And in 539 it was taken by the Egyptian Saracens, 
who held it 400 Years. In 1099. it was regained by 
Godfrey. of Bullen, who being elected King, refuſed 
to be crowned with a Crown of Gold, ſince Chriſt for 
whom he fought, was.there crowned with Thorns : It 
continved to him and his Succeſſors 88 Years, till in 
1167, it was retaken by Saladine King of Egypt, and 
laſtiy in 1517. the Turks beat out the Egyptians, and 
hold it to this day, calling it in their Language Cuzum- 
barec, or The Holy City. Rawleighs Hiſt. World. 
X. Ninevech as it was more ancient than almoſt any 
other City, ſo in greatneſs excelled all that were fa- 
mous in old time.
